THIRD WORLD DESIRES FOR PEACEFUL COEXISTENCE. 

GLOS PRACY ON APRIL 21 NOTED THAT, ASIDE FROM NUMEROUS 
SETBACKS, U.S. POLICY HAS REGISTERED IMPORTANT SUCCESSES IN 
RECENT YEARS, THE MOST IMPORTANT BEING IMPROVED TIES WITH THE 
SOVIET UNION. THE NEWSPAPER ADDED THAT, BY ADJUSTING ITS 
POLICY TO THE NEW REALTIES, WASHINGTON COULD FIND A WAY OUT 
OF ITS CURRENT FOREIGN-POLICY DIFFICULITES. 

3. MOST OF HIS COMMENTARY HAS BEEN ONE-SIDED. IT FAILS TO 
MENTION HANOI'S MILITARY INVOLVEMENT, IT ARGUES THAT ONLY 
SAIGON VIOLATED THE PARIS AGREEMENT, AND IT CLAIMS THAT ONLY 
THE "LIBERATION FORCES" IN VIET-NAM AND CAMBODIA ENJOY POPU- 
LAR SUPPORT. BY CONTRAST, A REPORT FROM THE UNITED STATES 
BY STANISLAW KOSTARSKI, APPEARING IN ZYCIE WARSZAWY APRIL 18, 
DESCRIBED THE CURRENT WASHINGTON MOOD IN SEEMINGLY OBJECTIVE 
TERMS, BUT CONCLUDED THAT IT WAS DOUBLTFUL CONGRESS 
WOULD APPROVE THE ADMINISTRATION'S REQUEST FOR ADDITIONAL AID 
TO SAIGON OTHER THAN FOR CAREFULLY LIMITED HUMANITARIAN PUR- 
POSES. 

3. AN EXCEPTION TO THE RELATIVELY RESTRAINED, THOUGH ONE- 
SIDED COMMENTARY, IS AN ALLEGATION IN TRYBUNA LUDU AND 
SLOWO POWSZECNE ON APRIL 18 THAT THE CIA AND PENTAGON IN- 
SPIRED AND SUPPORTED THE LON NOL COUP FIVE YEARS AGO. 

4. THE QUESTION OF PRINCE SIHANOUK'S FUTURE ROLE HAS BEEN 
TREATED SOMEWHAT GINBERLY. ZYCIE WARSZAWY ON APRIL 15, 

CITING SIHANOUKS OWN STATEMENTS, SUGGESTED HIS ROLE WOULD 
BE LIMITED TO THAT OF A FIGUREHEAD LEADER OF FOREIGN ENVOY, 

AND A SUBSEQUENT ZYCIE WARSZAWY EDITORIAL ON CAMBODIA'S 
FUTURE FAILED TO MENTION SIHANOUK. ON THE OTHER HAND, TRY- 
BUNA LUDU, ON APIRL 19, PROMINENTLY REPORTED COUNCIL OF 
STATE CHAIRMAN JABLONSKI'S MESSAGE OF CONGRATULATIONS TO 
SIHANOUK ON THE "LIBERATION" OF PHNOM PENH. 

5. CALLS FOR THIEU'S REMOVAL HAVE CONTINUED. A ZYCIE WAR- 
SZAWY EDITORIAL ON APRIL 21 SUGGESTED STRONGLY THAT WASHINGTON 
WILL SOON DECIDE THAT HIS REMOVAL IS A PREREQUISITE TO ANY 
PEACE NEGOTIATIONS. 
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
